Companies must provide themselves 


with tin plates, tin caps, knives, forks 
and epoone, one each per man. 


Transportation and subsistence will 


be furnished by the state, and officers 
and men will be pnid one dollar for 
each day in whioh there is no absence 
from any prescribed roll-call, drill, duty 
or ceremony, either with or without 
leave, eubjeot to tho deflations author 
iaed by law.
